Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Michael Cushion, attorney for applicant, discussed the double 
patenting rejection issued in the previous office action with Jason Borlinghaus, examiner, and Hyung Sough, SPE. Mr.
